O Target plans to open 100-150 Canadian locations by 2014 O Zellers will 
continue to operate under own name in leased locations for next 2 years 

''We hope to not only bring 
the (U.S. Target) experience 
to Canada but enhance that 
experience so they feel like 
it’s their Canadian Target.” 


The big red Zellers banner will begin to 
fade from many strip malls and 
shopping centres across the country next 
year, to be replaced by the giant red 
bull’s-eye logo of Target, its flashy U.S. 
cousin. 

Target Corp. announced Thursday it 
will spend $1.83 billion to take over the 
leases of as many as 220 Zellers stores of 
its choosing from the 279 locations cur¬ 
rently owned by the storied Hudson’s Bay 
Company. 

Target has been eyeing entry into the

Canadian market for years and the deal 
allowing it to choose which Zellers stores 
it wants provides a platform for growth. 
Target president and CEO Gregg Stein- 
hafel said in an interview Thursday. 


About 70 per cent of Canadian con¬ 
sumers are already familiar with the Tar¬ 
get brand and 10 per cent have shopped 
at a Target store in the last 12 months, ac¬ 
cording to the chain’s research. 

The retailer plans to spend the next 
two years working to understand Canadi¬ 
an consumers. It plans to contact Canadi¬ 
an designers for collaborations similar to 
those it has in the U.S.

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Teens retaliated with pellet gun: Cops 


''While the kids shouldn’t have been 
throwing snowballs at vehicles, it’s 
not an appropriate response and if 
somebody has that kind of incident 
they should contact police.”

Three men allegedly retali¬ 
ated for having their truck 
hit with snowballs by 
shooting a boy in the face 
with a pellet gun. 

The 16-year-old boy told 
police he was sledding in 
the area called The Pit off of 
Novalea Drive Wednesday 
night. Other kids were 
throwing snowballs at cars 
driving by when a white 
truck stopped shortly be¬ 
fore midnight. 


Three men, 18 to 19 
years old, got out and po¬ 
lice believe they assaulted 
several kids, including the 
victim. 

“I don’t think he put it 


right up to his face and 
fired it but I think he would 
have been in close proximi¬ 
ty,” Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said Thursday. 


“The skin was broken by 
the pellet and it could have 
been much worse. There 
were other injuries from 
the assault as he was struck 
in the face as well. 

The victim was getting 
treatment at the QEII hos¬ 
pital when police were 
called. 

While it appears the 16- 
year-old boy got the worst 
of it, Palmeter said he sus¬ 
pects there were other vic¬ 


tims. It is believed to be a 
random act. 

“We actually think there 
are other victims there, not 
with a pellet gun, but that 
would have been assaulted. 
We’re asking any other vic¬ 
tims to come forward and 
witnesses to come forward 
as well,” Palmeter said. 

There were no calls from 
motorists about kids throw¬ 
ing snowballs that night.

As Rachel Kelly approached 
Zellers in Bayers Lake on 
Thursday afternoon, she 
had no idea the retail store 
would soon be basically ex¬ 
tinct, replaced by Target, an 
American-based competi¬ 
tor to Wal-Mart. 

Kelly is disappointed to 
see Zellers leave, but thinks 
it might be exciting — and 
good for business — to 
have a new place to shop. 

“I think eveiybody will 
be excited to have a new 
store for a while,” she said. 

Kelly was one of many 
sharing an opinion Thurs¬ 
day on news Target will 
spend $1.83 billion to take 
over the leases of as many 
as 220 Zellers stores across 
Canada from its owner, the 
Hudson’s Bay Company.

But opinions on whether 
this is a good or bad thing 
is mixed here in HRM.

The Nova Scotia Police 
Review Board has ruled 
the former chief of po¬ 
lice in Stellarton was 
the author of an 
unsigned letter that 
made allegations of a 
RCMP sex party. 

The three-member 
board concludes the 
letter was written by 
Ambrose Heighten and 
that it amounted to dis¬ 
creditable conduct con¬ 
trary to Police Act 
Regulations. 

The finding released 
Thursday stems from a 
hearing held last Octo¬ 
ber where the letter 
was entered as an 
exhibit by the Town of 
Stellarton in defending 
its decision to fire 
Heighten in 2008. 

The board says it

Premier Darrell Dexter’s 
recent cabinet shuffle has 
further delayed the release 
of the province’s gambling 
strategy. 

On Tuesday, the NDP 
transferred the respon¬ 
sibility of Part One of the 
Gaming Act to newly 
minted cabinet minister 
Dave Wilson. 

Finance Minister 
Graham Steele previously 
held that portfolio and was 
responsible for the much- 
anticipated gaming strate¬ 
gy. Initially, Steele planned 
to have the strategy out 
last fall. That deadline was 
first pushed to the 
beginning of the year, and 
again to sometime this 
Spring. 

Joshua Bates, Steele’s ex¬ 
ecutive assistant, said there 
is currently no timeline for 
the strategy’s release. 

Wilson, the minister of 
the newly formed Depart¬ 
ment of Communities, Cul¬ 
ture and Heritage, did not 
offer a more precise dead¬ 
line for the strategy.

Rescuers 
dig for 
mudslide 
survivors 


The power was out, but 
lightning flashes illuminat¬ 
ed the horror as villagers 
watched neighbours’ 
homes vanish under a wall 
of mud and water, turning 
neighbourhoods into grave¬ 
yards. 

It was a scene of muddy 
destruction in mountain 
towns north of Rio, where 
at least 476 people were 
killed when torrential rains 
unleashed mudslides in the 
pre-dawn hours Wednes¬ 
day, buiying people alive as 
they slept. 

In the remote Campo 
Grande neighbourhood of 
Teresopolis, family mem¬ 
bers pulled the lifeless bod¬ 
ies of loved ones from the 
muck. 

Flooding and mudslides 
are common in Brazil when 
the summer rains come, 
but this week’s slides were 
among the worst in recent 
memoiy. The disasters un¬ 
duly punish the poor, who

often live in rickety shacks 
perched perilously on steep 
hillsides with little or no 
foundations. 

Only a few rescuers had 
managed to hike to Caleme 
by Thursday and they only 
had shovels and machetes

survivors. 

Residents said they had 
no food, water or medica¬ 
tion. 

President Dilma Rousseff 
flew by helicopter over the 
region Thursday and the 
health ministiy said it was 
sending seven tons of med¬ 
ications, enough to treat 
45,000 people for a month.

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Teachers study 
why Quebec kids 
like English 


O Report suggests students often have one motivation 
for opting for English education: Perfect bilingualism 


A Quebec teachers’ union 
has commissioned a study 
to probe the question of 
why so many youngsters 
are attracted to English for 
their post-secondaiy stud¬ 
ies. 

It views the trend as 
worrisome. 

Results of the study, 
commissioned by the In¬ 
stitute for Research on 
French in the Americas at 
the request of the union, 
were released Thursday. 

Among the findings: 
The vast majority of stu¬ 
dents who attend English 
junior college, known in 
Quebec as CEGEP, intend 
to work in English or to 
pursue university studies 
in English. 


Language talks 


► The study comes amid 

a debate in Quebec about 
whether to extend 
Quebec's language laws 
to CEGEP — where Quebec 
students enrol in two- or 
three-year programs after 
high school. 

► There are growing calls, 
including from the opposi¬ 
tion Parti Quebecois, to 
extend the rules that force 
non-Anglos to attend 
French school and make 
them also apply in CEGEPs. 

“Despite linguistic legis¬ 
lation, which for 33 years 
has had the objective of 
making French the nor¬ 


mal and daily language of 
all Quebecers, we must ob¬ 
serve that English remains 
remarkably attractive to¬ 
day,” the study notes. 

“This attraction is re¬ 
flected in the continuing 
interest of many francoph¬ 
one and allophone stu¬ 
dents who opt for English 
college studies, often de¬ 
spite a primary and sec- 
ondaiy education entirely 
in French.” 

The provincial lan¬ 
guage law — also known 
as Bill 101 — restricts ac¬ 
cess to English-language 
primary and secondary 
schools to the children of 
parents who studied in 
English in Canada.

death toll to 25 since late 
November. 

“Queensland is reeling 
this morning from the 
worst natural disaster in 
our histoiy and possibly in 
the histoiy of our nation,” a 
visibly emotional Bligh told 
reporters. “We’ve seen 
three-quarters of our state 
having experienced the 
devastation of raging flood- 
waters and we now face a 
reconstruction task of post¬ 
war proportions.” 

One tale has particularly 
transfixed the country: A 
13-year-old boy caught in 
the flood who told 
strangers to save his 10- 
year-old brother first and 
died as a result.

discovered Eodromaeus in 
Argentina. 

Eodro lived 230 million 
years ago and appears to 
be the ancestor of 
Tyrannosaurus rex. 

“It is stunning,” Sereno 
said of the fossils, discov¬ 
ered in the 1990s and 
reported in Friday’s 
journal Science. Eodro’s 
features, such as a balanc¬ 
ing tail, show it was close¬ 
ly related to T. rex, he said.

The Great Recession was¬ 
n’t for Canada — it wasn’t 
even as painful as the pre¬ 
vious two slumps in the 
1980s and 1990s. 

That’s the final assess¬ 
ment of Statistics Canada, 
which issued Thursday 
the most comprehensive 
comparison of recessions 
since the Second World 
War and determined 
Canadians got off easy. 

The conclusion may 
surprise many who have 
come to regard the finan¬ 
cial and economic melt¬ 
down that began in 2008 
as the most scary free-fall 
the world has faced — 
and continues to face — 
since the Great Depres¬ 
sion. 

The numbers show that 
was true for much of the 
world — particularly the 
U.S. and Europe — but not 
even close for Canada. 

And they also show 
Canada’s economy 

bounced back faster than 
during the previous two 
recessions. 

Canada is the only 
member of the G7 that 


has recovered all its lost 
output — measured as 
gross domestic product — 
and all its lost jobs. 

“Canada came out re¬ 
markably well given that 
at the beginning of the 
downturn it did look like 
it was going to be as se¬ 
vere or more severe than 
previous recessions,” says 
Philip Cross, the agency’s 
chief economic analyst. 

“It’s quite remarkable 
how quickly it ended and 
how complete was the re¬ 
covery.”

Howard's finest film is 
one of his most recent.

In 
depicting the 1977 inter¬ 
view sessions between 
British TV personality 
David Frost and former 
President Richard Nixon, 
Howard has taken the 
original play script and 
opened it up organically. 
Frost/Nixon is talky and 
weighty as it digs into the 
details of Vietnam and 
Watergate, but it moves 
with a fluidity that keeps 
it constantly engaging. 
Nominated for five Acad¬ 
emy Awards, including 
best picture. 



A Beautiful Mind 
( 2001 ) 

A four-time Oscar winner, 
including best picture 
and best director. Here, 
Howard achieves the 
balance that had eluded 
him for years in directing 
sappy, feel-good movies 
such as Cocoon and Par¬ 
enthood. He manages to 
evoke genuine emotion 
from the audience without 
schmaltz. It also features 
one of Russell Crowe's 
strongest performances; 
it's a great indicator of his 
versatility. As tortured 
math genius John Forbes 
Nash Jr., Crowe's transfor¬ 
mation is stunning — rem¬ 
iniscent of the one he 
pulled off two years earlier 
in The Insider. 



Apollo 13 
(1995) 

An all-star cast led by Tom 
Hanks, Kevin Bacon and 
Ed Harris tells the 
gripping tale of the 
doomed 1970 Apollo 
moon mission, which 
nearly left three 
astronauts stranded in 
space when an oxygen 
tank exploded. Mission 
control must find a way to 
save them from thousands 
of miles away. There's a 
sense of nostalgia for the 
long-ago idea of heroism 
that existed then, but be¬ 
yond exploring grandiose 
ideas, Howard's film offers 
a riveting attention to de¬ 
tail. Nominated for nine 
Oscars, it won two. 



Night Shift 
(1982) 

One of Howard's earliest 
comedies still holds up 
beautifully today. Henry 
Winkler and Michael 
Keaton are an ideal odd 
couple as a neurotic 
morgue attendant and 
his new hotshot co-work¬ 
er, respectively, who turn 
their place of business in¬ 
to a brothel. Hilarious 
and weird but ultimately 
sweet, this is a great 
showcase for Keaton's 
myriad strengths as a co¬ 
median: his energy, 
unpredictability and his 
likability, especially when 
he's doing something 
dangerous and slightly 
wrong. They're not pimps 
— they're love brokers. 



Splash 

(1984) 

It's about as high-concept 
as you can get: A guy falls 
in love with a mermaid — 
and the script actually 
earned an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion. Hanks' first film with 
Howard was a real 
charmer, one of his earli¬ 
est opportunities to 
establish the likable 
everyman persona he's 
now cemented. Hanks 
and Daryl Hannah are 
lovely together in this 
light, warm romantic 
comedy, which also fea¬ 
tures plenty of salty sup¬ 
porting stars (Eugene 
Levy, John Candy) to keep 
the proceedings from 
turning too gooey.

The top prize at Sun¬

off as front-runners. 

The King’s Speech leads 
with seven Globe nomina¬ 
tions, including best drama 
and dramatic actor for 
Firth as dueen Elizabeth 
II’s dad, George VI - who 
takes the throne at the 
worst possible time for a 
guy with a stammer, as that 
newfangled thing called ra¬ 
dio forces heads of state to 
become mass communica¬ 
tors. 

Firth’s competition in¬ 
cludes Eisenberg as Face- 
book founder Mark 
Zuckerberg in The Social 
Network, which is tied 
with the Mark Wahlberg’s 
boxing drama The Fighter 
for second with six Globe 
nominations. The film. 


which has dominated 
awards from key critics 
groups, chronicles Face- 
book’s runaway success 
and Zuckerberg’s legal con¬ 
flicts as former friends and 
associates sue over the pro¬ 
ceeds.

1 Rinse fresh, blue 

mussels in a colander 
and set aside. Discard 
any mussels that do not 
close when tapped. 

2 Trim stalks from fennel 
and remove blemishes 
from outer layer. 
Reserve fennel fronds 
for garnish. Slice fennel 
into thin strands. 


3 Melt 1 tablespoon of the 
butter and olive oil in a 
large pan. Add fennel, 
onion, garlic and saute 
over medium low heat 
for about lO minutes, 
until soft. Stir in saffron, 
bay leaf, sea salt and 
pepper to taste. Turn up 
the heat to medium 
high. Add wine and re¬ 
maining butter; stir, 
then add the mussels. 


Cover and leave to 
steam for 5 to 7 
minutes, or until 
mussels have opened. 
Discard any mussels that 
do not open. Toss every¬ 
thing together with 
lemon zest and juice.

The person spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
Thursday because the deal 
has not been finalized. So¬ 
riano must pass a physical 
to complete the contract. 

The deal allows Soriano 
to opt out after his first or 
second season with the 
Yankees. He's likely to be¬ 
come the primary setup 
man for 41-year-old closer 
Mariano Rivera, who 
recently signed a two-year 
deal for $30 million. 

Soriano was successful 
on 45 of 48 save chances 
last season in helping Tam¬ 
pa Bay edge out the wild¬ 
card Yankees for the AL 
East title. The 31-year-old 
righty was 3-2 with a 1.73 
earned-run average in his 
only year with the Rays. 

The deal would mark 
the first major free-agent 
addition for the Yankees 
this off-season after they 
missed out on ace Cliff Lee.
